Chicago, April 16— H urricanes and 
blizzards scourged the middle west 
taking a heavy toll of life and spread 
m isery and destruction over an exten­ 
sive area last night. 
The worst storm in years swept 
into the Mississippi valley from the 
west raging over the states from the 
Great Lakes to Texas. 
Com m unica­ 
tion and transportation was d isru p t­ 
ed. 
Southw estern A rkansas and T ex ­ 
as were the hardest hit. 
The tornado 
which swept through 
that 
district 
killed probably forty, mostly negroes, 
and caused hundreds of thousands of 
dollars property damage. 
A heavy gale 
was 
reported 
over 
practically the entire Mississippi val­ 
ley. 
The sixty mile wind swept down 
trees, telephone poles and some fram e 
buildings. 
It was accompanied by a 
heavy rain. 
In the northern 
states 
the 
rain 
turned to sleet and snow. 
Railroad 
trains were stalled and wires were 
down. 
Wisconsin reported 
the 
heaviest 
snow fail of the w inter with street 
ca rs in every city tied up and thou­ 
sands of persons forced to walk to 
work. 
As the gale swept over I.ake Mich­ 
igan it sent many vessels hurrying to 
port. 
Many were unable to make the 
haven and bad to w eather the storm 
on the lake. 
Life saving stations in 
practically all ports on Lake Michi­ 
gan 
were 
working 
througout 
the 
night to aid vessels which were re­ 
ported in distress. 
Coast guards a t­ 
tempted to aid the vessels lying off 
Milwaukee breakwater. 
The lighthouse off Calumet harbor, 
Chicago, was in 
danger 
of 
being 
swept away. 
The keeper stood at his 
post during the nisht. 
A coast guard 
boat stood by to take the keeper off 
in case of danger. 
F ear was expressed for the condi­ 
tion of the fruit crop. 
Lower tem ­ 
perature was expected to follow the 
storm.
